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Akmt Chaplains. — The Army and Xivy 
Journal says: "In a great war there are many 
interests not suggested by a superficial glaucr; 
aid some of these, when examined, prove to be 
of vital importance. It would be a truism, at 
this period, to telass among these the religious 
eare of the soldiers in the field and ia hospit- 
als, as to its importance at least. Such are the 
duties of Chaplains: They are moral and re- 
ligious teachers; they soothe the sick and 
wounded, pray with the dying, and bear the 
promises and consolations of our holy reiigi on 
to men whose very occupation tends to lead 
their hearts away from such influences. 

"Men fitted for such duties, and performing 
them with holy zeal, as if ‘in their great Task- 
master’s eye,’ cannot be too highly prized or 
too fully rewarded. They exhibit the sub- 
limity of courage and self-denial. 

"Now, let ua look at the practical application 
of these simple piinciples. A general officer, 
in conversation with us not long since, de- 
clared that the chaplains in his department 
were a set of time-serving rascal#— fonder of 
luxurious case, more grasping, not only of 
lees use, bnt far more injurious to gold order 
and good morals than any men in his com- 
mand. Upon our repeating the statement to 
another gentleman, who had seen a great deal 
of army chaplains, he expressed his amaze- 
ment, declaring that those with whom he had 
come in contact were holy men, the magni- 
tude of whose labors would never be known 
until the last day reveals their mercy, loving 
kindness, and Christ-like seif-sacrifice. Upon 
this flat contradiction of authorities we fell 
“to meditation,” and tried to reason out the 
causes of such extremely different results. 
Like the old tar in Marryatt’s novel, we 
soon settled the matter by laying it to the 
credit of ‘human natur’,’ It is no more nor 
less. Good, holy men, with a single eye to 
God’s glory and man’s welfare, have left their 
comforts and human prospects and gone to 
the field. They may be found, not clamorous 
for pay or distinction, binding up broken 
limbs and broken hearts; making tha sick 
glad, and, like Pread’s vicar, in hospital or 
rop, where death and disease are rife. 

At tbrir approach complaint grew mild, 

And when their band unbarred the shutter, 

The clammy Bp* fev»r smiled 
1 he welcome which they could not utter. 

“But when the office of chaplain was cre- 
ated, and large numbers were wanted, many 
ministers, who had mistaken their profession, 
who could not find or keep churche3at home, 
ioraped at the chance to better their fortunes. 
Many of our chaplains are men who could 
never comman i^^^^ 'ife the position they 
the pay they draw 
or only so; men who 
ergy of any denomination were 
gucr^of the self-simony of either hastily be- 
coming so, or of pntting on a white cravat — 
the symbol of ‘orders’ they never had taken — 
and thus Christ's army in the field was not, in 
its ensemble, of His ordination or recognition. 
We know some such, and, while we would 
not briDg reproach upon the class, we do de- 
siie to Eee ‘judgment begin at the house of 
Israel.’ 

"We want men, euch as those recommend- 
ed by Marmont for the French service — Frercs 
Jlospitaliers, corresponding to Sisters of Char- 
ity. W e want men in the field like the Monk 
that supported Marmion’s head on the fatal 
field of Flodden — 

A pious man, whom duty brought 
To dubious verge of battle 'ought, 

To shrive the dying, bless the dead. 

“Let ns not be understood s? degrading this 
i of officers. We shall always advoca-a 
Tor their proper rank and pay, and that re- 
spect which is due at once to their cloth and 
their personal holiness and diligence; but we 
would follow with unrelenting vigor the 
wolves in sheep’s clothing who are bringing 
disgrace upon our cause and their cause — that 
is, the cause of Him who denounce! the men 
that were ‘not shepherds, but hirelings.’ The 
subject should receive a thorough Govern- 
ment investigation; a new system should be 
made, and all the incompetent pretenders 
weeded o ut,” 

The New Vicbboy or India. — The vacancy 
in the Viceroyalty of India, caused by the 
defith of- tlis FatLof filgtOfJiaiJ^en prompt- 
ly filled by the appointment of Sit Jahn L. 
M. Lawrence. This, the Philadelphia Press 
says most emphatically, puts the right man in 
the right place. It puts a gallant, able, and 
popular soldier, well acquainted with India, 
instead of such mere civilians, however able, 
as Lords Dalbousie, Canning, and Elgin, who 
severally went to rule oigr one hundred mil- 
lions of people in a country with which they 
...J no previous acquaintance. L&vvdttnehr 
father and brother were distinguished officers 
in the British army. Born in Yorkshire in 
Marih, 1811, he was educated in the north of 
Ireland, and finally transferred to the East 
India College at Hailebury. There he 
won the law medal, the history prize, 
an#, three prizes for proficiency in 
Oriental languages. At the age of eigh- 
teen he went out as a writer (a civil 
position) to India, and very soon was ap- 
pointed to an important civil office in Delhi. 
He roeo year after year, until he became 
Chief Magistrate of Delhi, at the age of 
twenty-sevfcD. In 1846 he was sent as Com- 
missioner of the Sutlej, where bis adminis- 
trative powers had full and successful play. 
The Affgban war of 1848 ended in the 
annexation of the Punjab — a province con- 
taining 80,000 square miles and thirteen 
millions of inhabitants. The British Com- 
ission of three, appointed by Lord Dal- 
nneie to govern this vast district, con- 
sisted of the late Sir Henry Lawrence, 
his brother (the new Viceroy), and Mr. Marsh 
"ben the Indian revolt broke out, in 1857, the 
I’ut jab, well-governed, adhered to the Brirish 
authority. John Lawrence was then Chief 
Commissioner, and not only kept the natives 
quiet, but afforded relief, in men and money, 
to Gen. Archdale Wilson, in bis struggle with 
the rebels in lhe*city of Delhi. For this he 
was made Knight Companion of the Bath, 
received the thanks of Parliament, and a na- 
tional pension of $5,000 a year, and $10 000 
year, also for life, from the East India 
fompany. In 1858 he was created a 
fJar'oi.e , and u tariff w; from service in In- 
dia, was appointed a uvabBC-Of - An 
oil of India, in September, 1858. lie now 
goes back to India as Viceroy, with a nomi- 
nal salary of $100,000 a year, but with emol- 
uments far exceeding that income. England, 
it must be admitted, pays her servants very 
liberally. It is not often that a par?oa -33 
thoroughly wel! qualified as Sir John Law- 
rence is appointed to high office. He knows 
India, her people, and their wants, and is so 
woll acclimatized that lew fears geod be en- 
rtained of bis health.

THE ENROLLMENT ACT. 

There is no doubt that the enrolement act 
needs some modification. It is not, in several 
important particulars, what an act should be 
which so vitally effects the dearest interests 
of the American people. A law of this kind 
should be so framed as to entail the least pos- 
sible degiee of suffering consistent with the 
paramount interests of the whole country. 

The chief objections to the commutation 
c!p.use are that it is unequal in its operation, 
dlsi rminating between rich and puov; and 
that it delays the sending of men to the field. 
We do not see how, as the law now stands, 
this clause can be repealed without causing 
tar greater inequality than now exists; for it is 
not true that it discriminates in favor of the 
rich. It permits men cf very moderate means 
to escape the operation of the law, and thus 
delays in sending men into the field, 
because so many pay, and substitutes can- 
not readily be procured for the sum 
offered. Any active mechanic would find a 
dtbt of three hundred dollars but a moderate 
burden in comparison with a three years’ ab- 
reuce irom his workshop. The whole in‘en; 
of the clause was to enable a man in moder- 
ate circumstances, on whose labor other help- 
less persons depended for daily bread, to escape 
a duty which might involve in its perform- 
ance the ruin of ail he held dear, by plying 
to the Government a suia sufficient, as was 
believed, to procure a substitute. Now to re- 
peal euch a clause, without making other 
changes in the law to correspond, would ren- 
der it absolutely impossible for a man of mod- 
erate means to secure the necessary exemption 
by procuring a substitute, and thus would be 
visited upon multitudes of worthy American 
families incalculable distress, if not utter ruin. 

The commutation clause, apply to it what- 
ever obnoxious term you choose, has still 
teen a feature of the draft act which has been 
productive of great good to the poor. Abol- 
ish it at once and up goes the price of sub 
etitutes — a hardship which will fall most 
heavily upon the middle classes. We are 
clearly of the opinion that the commutation 
clause is a mitigating feature of the draft, and 
that it should in some shape be retained.

The Administration exhibits no intention 
to a bar don conscription as a means for ob- 
taining men, so that the old plan of volunteer- 
ing may be regarded as having been prac- 
tically abandoned, except in those districts 
where the people may choose to supply their 
quotas by the popular method. It is politic to 
give '.hem this alternative. 

The propriety of the repeal of the three 
hundred dollar exemp'ion clause is open to 
considerable discussion. As the law now 
stands, a poor man is on a more equal footing 
with his rich neighbor, as he can get off by- 
raising three hundred dollars — a sum not be- 
yond the reach of the industrial classes. A 
change in the law will at once raise the price 
of substitutes to a figure which none but tb9 
lich man can afford to pay. It is evident that 
the polit y of compelling the personal services 
of drafted men, or, in lieu of this, the fur- 
nishing of substitutes by them will operate 
still more injuriously against the poor. The 
only remedy for this is to compel every drafted 
person to serve — rich and poor alike. This is 
the method now about to be adopted by the 
Confederate Congress. 

Whether Congress will render it imperative 
on all drafted men to serve, and wipe out all 
•xemption and substitute clauses, is more than 
doubtful. It would probably operate to ren- 
der the consciiption act equally onerous to 
the rich ar.d poor, and thus reduce all to a 
level. In this respect the measure would be 
essentially democratic, and would force all to 
state the hardens of the war in the most ef- 
leciive manner possible. That it would disar- 
range trade and close many business houses 
and factories duriDg the absence of the head of 
the firm is perhaps the chie objection to the 
proposed changes.

Notice has been given of a bill to repeal the 
three hundred dollar exemption clause from 
the draft bill. If this is done, would it not 
be better to repeal the whole draff, bill at 
once? It is true that bill has procured us an 
army of fifty thousand men and ten millions 
cf dollais. But these results are nothing to 
what might have been procured by other and 
lees exhaustive means. The draft bill b s 
probably cost ns more than fifty thousand 
men by lendering volunteering unpopular and 
unthougbt of. In this country no large war 
can be earried on by drafting. The conscrip- 
tion system does not suit our notions of free- 
dom so well as it suits the peasantry of E t- 
rope. Here men ate disposed to go in for any 
thing of this kind for honor, for »b« 'ow of 
ocus-ut, for preferment, or as a matter of 
business, but “no; upon compulsion.” This 
rebellion must be put down by volunteers. 
The Government has a right to tsx property, 
and it has a tight to bestow any or all of its 
honor on those brave men who fight for il3 
existence. It has a right, in case ofinvasioa, 
peihepe, or of danger to the women and 
children of a State, to call cn all men to fight 
to defend them. But it will be for wiser and 
more effectual in putting down this rebellion 
in the South not to use force, without the pos- 
sibility of exemption in any case, to compel 
men to enter the ranks. There are other 
ways by which all who will be worth any- 
thing can be effeclually secured with less of 
evasion by all sorts of frauds and devices, than 
the conscription laws.

It is not proposed to prohibit substitutes; 
nor would it be, except by those who desire 
to make tlie war destructive to the industry 
and subsistence of the people, and to strike 
trom the Government the foundation of its 
finances. Our case and that of the rebels is 
totally different. Their productive industry 
is black lubor, and that furnishes all the finan- 
cial bottom they have Hence a sweeping 
conscription of the white non-slaveholders 
does not touch their great productive indus- 
try. It only takes a class esteemed of little 
value by the Southern rulers. But our con- 
!Cro>*.'««o-i?rsws from the industrial and pro- 
tfultive population. 

As the provision of substitutes will con- 
tinue to be allowed, the question is reduced 
to one between the turnisning of a substitute 
hy the individual dratttd, or the payment of 
$310, which tbe Government will use to pro- 
cure a substitute. When this pr37ision was 
enacted, it was thought it would prevent tne 
business of brokerage in subsUme*, and thus 
would mitigate cases of hardship. It was 
thought that if no such provision were made 
tbe sudden and large demand created by a 
draft, the short interval allowed for providing 
substitutes, and tie aoxiety of these whoce 
necessities compelled them to submit to any 
terms, together with the easy concession of 
large sums by those whose circumstances 
made it a light matter to them, would raise 
the price of substitutes beyond the reach of 
laboring men, and that it would give an op- 
portunity for speculation tosubstituie brokers, 
who would make profits at the expense of 
both the dratted men and the substitute o 
Sucb a situation could be no momentous 
concern to those who are able to pay any 
probable amount, bat to far the greater 
lumber it would be a serious matter. It. 
cannot be dented that the three hundred dol- 
lar provision has prevented such excitement 
aLd speculation. It has operated as a maxi- 
mum bounty for substitutes. They have read- 
ily been procured, and bat a very small pro- 
lotfion of ihe drafted men have commuted 
by payment in money. Tnose foun l subject 
to set vice generally provided substitutes or 
served themselves. The change, then, that 
would l e made by abrogating the $330 clause 
would be merely to substitute an excited 
scramble and speculative prices for substitutes, 
inttead of the present moderate maximum 
price and sufficient supply. It would not pre- 
vent the rich from procuring. sub-. mutes, but 
it might briDg hardehi^ja-mea oFsmaJl means. 
It would not bring.-ciore recruits, but would 
raise the bounties paid them, and would es- 
tablish a bieh tate which would stop all vol- 
unteepiTg unless the same bounties were paid. 
-^-iKannot be said that the money commuta- 
lion has defeated the purpose of the law in auy 
sense; for but a small proportion commuted, 
w hile the Government has procured a large 
Lumber of volunteersat the same rate of boun- 
ty. And it cannot be averred that the policy 
of allowing substitutes bas failed, without 
condemning the whole system of volunteerin 
Tor substitutes are merely bountied volunteers. 

We are in pursuit of wisdom on this matter, 
ratter than advocating any plan. If advan- 
tage can be clearly shown trom repealing this 
clause, wo shall cheerfully acquiesce. Bat if 
the effect we have described is inevitable, and 
is tbe only probable effect, we shall hardly 
perceive the wisdom ofth» change.

There are few men, indeed, that do not want 
lo tee WnshtDgtOD, and there are few disinter- 
ested persons who remain in it one week anl 
leave with a desire tosec-thecity again. F oiu 
my childhood I had read of the beautiful 
buildings in tbe capdtal of my nation, the ex- 
cellence of its inhabitants sociably, and of tbe 
greatness of those men who congregate in it 
for the purpose of law-making. And it his 
been the great desire of my life to visit Wash- 
it gton. I have now been here sometime, 
have attempted to see all the sights, and vote 
t! e place to be a humbug, if the beauty an 1 
elegance of public buildings be excepted It is 
truly worth years of one’s life to see the Capitol 
buildings, to examine and paS3 through the 
other public buildings. There is a real grand- 
r ess in the appearance ot the Treasury De- 
partment, and, indeed, I may say the same 
thing of the Pcstoffice and Interior office 
bu'ldicgs. Sou-illy, there are more damnable 
sins committed in Washington than ia tha 
rtmeinderof the United States, and I darn say 
that the goddess of virtue fiads as few vota- 
ries here as in Paris. Politically there is more 
conuption than was ever dreamed of by the 
most profligate politicians of the lowest gov- 
ernment in Europe. The city is full of hunt- 
bugs, from the bootblack to the Congressman. 
Hotel keepers charge exorbitant prices, and 
merchants follow their example; and both the 
hotels and the stores are humbugs. I really 
advise first class hotel keepers here to go out 
WcsfiMo Louisville, to tbe Galt House, to S?. 
Louis, or Cincinnati — and Lake lessons in the 
art of hotel keeping and hotel constructing. 

The Washingtonians pride themselves 
upon their theatres, and laugh at and 
call all theatrical extravagances or bad 
actiDg “Western — will suit the coun- 
try towards the Rocky Mountains.” I am 
rather amused this morning to see a critical 
notice in the “Chronicle” charging that the 
bad actiDg "of Miss Denia and others is strict- 
ly suitable to the Western people. The Editors 
of the Chronicle certainly do not know of 
what they write. The great Haekett never 
found a more appreciative audience ia Wash- 
ington than he did in Louisville. Waller, 
Wallack, Booth, Vestvali, are all as highly ap- 
preciated with us and draw larger and more 
fashionable audiences than here. Our theatri- 
cal managers always exhibit ss good ta3te in 
the selection of players — ay, better — than do 
those of tbe Washington theatres; and our 
stock actors are incomparably better than any 
that 1 have seen here. They have no Macauly, 
no Dawson. There are only two res Dec" able 
theatres here, namely: “Ford’s” and "Gro- 
ver’s,” and if they were both put together 
they could be placed in the “Louisville.” 
True they have a “Canterbury,” owned by one 
S.nn — a suggestive name, by-lhe-by — and 
a "Varieties," which are nightly crowded 
by clowns end Congressmen and subaltern 
I officers. Thanks to the gods, we have no such 
places of amusement. If tbe Chronicle will 
only ask Haekett, or any other star, whether 
be met the more appreciative, intelligent, and 
fashionable audience ia Louisville or ia 
Washington, he will learn to correctly criti- 
cise Western critical ability. It really seems 
strange to me that some enterprising Washing- 
tonians do not construct a large, elegant, and 
spacious theatre worthy the capita! of the 
nation. 

1 have attended the sitting of Congress al- 
most every day for some time. Really I will 
venture to say that a less intelligent body of 
men never met to transact laws for a nation. 
True, tLere are many men here of first-class 
ability; as for example, there are few men in 
the nation of more popularity than the Hons. 
Reverdy Johnson, Garrett Davis, Thad. Ste- 
vens, Robert Mallory, Cox, of Ohio, Speaker 
Colfox, Gat field, or Wood; and yet many of 
our Congressmen are petty demagogues, who 
would sell their country lor office. 

Our Louisville papers speak very frequently 
of tbe number of Federal officers about Lou- 
is' ille hotels, and I bave thought myself that 
we had a sufficient quantity off of duty about 
hotel saloons; but where I saw,one in Lou- 
isville I see half a dozen here, and, what is 
more, much bas been written about the inef- 
ficient and green verdancy of Western officers, 
if snr-b critics should examine Captains and 
Lieutenants here they would forever hold 
tbeir peace. A fore number of the Lieuten- 
ants and Captains to be seen bere are gold 
laced snobs, who, I imagiue, would run rath- 
er then have their pretty faces touched and 
scarred. True the superior officers here use 
tbe utmost vigilance, and no officer can pass 
through the city without a pass. I must say, 
however, that all officers here connected with 
departments use none of the extravagances 
in dress peculiar to volunteer cavalry officers 
in tbe? -ff »w«, 

o,uit7t}niing. Quartermaster Meig3 would 
lay down his pen to explain when a Louisville 
Quartermaster would insult you by his im- 
pudence. General Spinner, who does more 
work in a day, perhaps, than any other man 
n the United States, and who has no superi- 
or in the virtues that conspire to make a per- 
fect gentleman, will stop writing that pecu- 
liarly written name of his to a check for a 
million to explain points that our Western 
Commissaries would refuse, /or want of tim 
to say anything about. In truth, the heads of 
all departments aod all their subalterns are 
polite and very accommodating.

Gen. Mitchell, of Ksn- 
s: s, wili also be promoted toa Major-General s 
place. The chance for the promotion of Kea- 
tutky officers is slim. It is the general opin- 
ion that Col. Watkins, of the 6th Kentucky 
cavalry, will be promoted.

Chattanoosa, Tens., Dec. 21. 

A few days since, nothing transpiring of ia- 
terest at Chattanooga, I visited the old battlj- 
j.tct.ui of Chick aniauga. Gen. Biird, with 
details trom different commands, repiirel to 
ihe field for the purpose of interring the dead 
! :lat might jet be exposed. 

I I have read in the columns of the Cioein- 
:.ati Commercial the most Stirling accounts of 
horrid barbarities practised by the enemy oa 
cur dead, and I resolved to know, by person .1 
observation, whether these were true. It w. s 
« presided that the stench from nnburied 
(orpses was perfectly intolerable, anl that the 
sights cf the dead and mangled could not fail 
to cause a shudder in the beholder. It was 
laid that heads were severed from bodies, 
limbs torn from their sockets, scattered ia 
profusion about, and that every specie! of 
atuse and muiilat.on wc.3 discernib'e. 

By invitation of Col. Van Deveer, who took 
with him a portion of his brigade to perform 
the butial rites, 1 accompanied bim to the old 
field. We arrived about noon on the ground 
where :be left of the line of battle rested, and 
w hi re, by desperate righting, the enemy was 
repulsed on two occasions, ia attempts to pen- 
etrate to our rear. Oac3 by the brigage of 
Col. Van Dercer, and again by the gallant 
Turchin; who, equal to au occasion that de- 
mands a heavy sacrifice of men and the most 
dauntless daring, moved among the bloody 
semes of that memorable charge, as did Ney 
at Waterloo. A rebel battery, stationed on a 
modest eminence just to the right of the 
Rossville road, covered the ad ranee of a rebel 
line of battle, that formed at right angles 
w ith our line, moved forward to sweep our 
rear. Turchin was sent forward to avert the 
blow. The enemy in front fought stubbornly, 
pressed back our lines, and still eagerly fol- 
lowed up their successes. The rear was en- 
dangered, and a stern, determined spirit, like 
that of Turcbin’s, was required to avert it. 
Tbe woods was swept by a tornado of resist- 
lets bre very, and the first line of the enemy 
wss broken. 

The slaughter at this point was terrible, and 
tbe graves attest the statement. Turchin, 
imptiuous amid the storm, captured three 
huedted of hi3 fees, and found that the wily 
enemy had gained his rear and surrounded 
him. His energies rose with the perplexities 
and dangers that environed. Opposed on all 
sides, capture or annihilation staring him in 
the face, like Lannes at Montebello, he strug- 
gltd through his foes at the music of crushing 
benes. 

Here on this little field the wrecks of man- 
gled humanity strewed the ground on the day 
of tbe battle. Here we pitched our tent and 
employed the afternoon in a ramble over the 
rolling ground further to the front. Just at 
this point Van Dtveer's brigade, on the 19th, 
left tbe Rossville road s.nd pushed forward a 
distance of three- quarters of a mile, where, 
on a prominent piece of ground, it was formed 
in lme of battle. The trees are all barked 
and splintered by the driving bullet and shiv- 
eied and torn by shot and shell. The ground 
is hard and rocky, and many dead were left 
un buried. Over all that long distance through 
a heavy forest the visitor may now see at al- 
most evety ttep debris of the terrible conflict 
thst raged there. Standing near the tent and 
looking southward over a little garden plat 
bordering on the read, little mounds of earth 
are visible, some enclosed by rails to belter 
matk the resting place of one whom some 
ger ertus comrade loves to honor, though dead; 
fttue have a rough stone at the head; others 
a slab or beard wilh ihe name of the steeper 
roughly carved. A little guliey courses to- 
ward ibe streamlet at the lower extremity of 
the garden, and in this lay the body of a Fed- 
eral officer. Tbe rebels had thrown over him 
a few shovels full of loam, and left him with- 
out foither care. A rain had filled the little 
guliey, and the slender stream, blocked by the 
bodyi bad washed away the dirt and left it 
again exposed. A party that had visited the 
spot immediately alter the battle of Mission 
Ridge again covered the body. Another rain 
bad fallen and we found it again exposed. 

I thought, as I stood and saw the dust thrown 
upon the putrifying corpse a third time, of 
the story of Eugene Aram. The elements 
teemed determined to rescue him from the 
embrace of earlh, and reveal his fa'e. Was 
seme sorrowing mother anxious to know his 
r< sting place, that tbe precious dust of a doling 
son might be gathered to the family cemetery? 
Guardian aDgels seemed keeping watch, and 
his burial place is marked. The little log 
dwelling and stables near were used ns hos- 
pi'als; and two or three rows of graves ia 
ihe vicinity, evidence that the contest here 

Wf iHt Uin'a 1 t of the ro ut is a forge oak 

tree, in which a shell imbedded itself, shiver- 
ing the trunk as would a bolt of lightning. 
A grave near is the resting place of ouo killed 
by the explosion. Horses’ bones are bleach- 
ing in bundles here and there, and nut uufre- 
quenily those of the rider are peering through 
a light mantle of dirt near by. 

Descending the high ground into the woods 
toward the front we found in the road the 
body of a Federal soldier. A hole about a 
toot in depth received his rr mains and a light 
sheet of earih shut him in. Wagons travelled the 
road after tbe interment, and tbe wheels wear- 
ing into tbe grave disjointed the limbs, and 
eiowdrd them into light again. Rotted flesh 
was still clinging to the bones, and the orbless 
skull pushed frcm its earthly pallet, whitened 
in the ruin. A half mile farther on we found 
an uLburicd sergeant of the 87th Indiana. 
After receiving tte fatal wound, ii3 crawled 
to a tree for shelter, and there died. Nearly 
all the dead mar the line of battle were buried. 
This p< or fellow, away off to the left, was not 
found by the burying party, and exposed to 
the operations ol the elements, the flesh had 
n'meit decayed. Ho was recognized by the 
singular manner in which his chevrons were

bad carried w ith bim as a pocket-piece also 
identified him. His pants had heen taken by 
si me growing thief, and as ho lay, he was 
litde else than a framework of bones. 

Our dead, generally, were not stripped of 
their clothing, but their shoes were invariably 
removed. The bodies robbed of c'otbing 
were dt spoiled, doubtless without authority, 
pi rhape against ordeis. 

If permission had been granted to despoil 
tie dead, the lack of clothing in the reb d 
atc.y lenders it highly probable that none 
would have escaped. 

Here ia where Van Dcveer, cool and judi- 
cious in the hour of trial, fought his hickory 
brigade so long and well. The trees are 
gnawed by the sleet of bullets that swept the 
tii 'd. It is miraculous how so many escaped. 
The Colonel in r 11 that storm of missiles did 
not diemount, but, aitiing fearless and w . ch- 
ful on his horse, fashioned his lines with the 
ccol calculation and mathematical precision 
ot one on parade. Some bodies were found 
uDturied. So turious was the firing that the 
direction of a line of battle may be clearly 
traced by tbe cartridge teariogs. The rebels 
buried oms and theirs in the 3ame indifferent 
Bty le. The want of implements wss appareat, 
nt.d 'he light covering of earih h id disappear- 
ed before the beating rains. A tow of Feder- 
»ls buried side by 9ide was found, the ghastly 
skulls peeping through the crumbling cui'taia 
of eerth, tbe toes, stripped effleth, protruding 
tbeir naked joints, linger bones coldly point- 
ing upward, and legs and arms here anl 
there hanging with [nitrifying flesh. Com- 
rades stood around, vainly endeavoring to 
dis::t:guish seme familiar conformation, or 
identify a friend by some well-known article 
of clothing. Few were identified, but when 
one wss the transport of joy that enthused 
the concedes showed too clearly to be mis- 
taken. How firmly rooted by long and try- 
ing association was that attachment and es- 
teem a soldier feels for his comrade. All 
through the woods, some by tbe stiearaler, 
some in gul'.ics, some on the side hill, in ev- 
ery secluded spot, let the heroes whose 

“ warfare o’er. 

Sleep tLe bicep that knows uo waking.” 

Although the enemy, for days after the 
battle, scoured the fit Id in quest of shells and 
cannon bahs, to be remoulded at their arsenals, 
the ground is yet thickly strewn with both. 
In Iront and just to the left of Baird, again 
we see shattered trees, shells, and cannon balls. 
Graves are scattered here and there, the todies 
being cov> red generally where they fell. Here 
is sem occasionally a body left unburied. To 
the rear of the line, in tbe openspace and near 
tie road, are the charred remains of the little 
hospital. Tbe dwelling was convenient to the 
scene of conflict, and io it was hurried the 
mergled sufferers. 

Minutes sufficed to fill it to overflowing. 
How well do 1 remember (and I shudder to re- 
cur to them) the bloody scents, that, on the 
i ay of battle, I gazed ui«tn at that consecrated 
cabin, red within the palings that marked the 
limits of tbe door-yard. D.reetly following 
tbe renewal of the conflict ou Sunday, the ene- 
my’s shells endangered and injured the cabin. 
Individual biographies only would suffice to 
do historic justice to tbe terrible struggle that 
ragfd around and near the hospital on that 
blcody day. Foemen were never braver nor 
■ oiitest more terrific. Missiles ploughed the 
little grass plat groaning with sufferers, many 
cf whom wtrt killed. Calamity culminated 
v ben a shell, exploding in tbe cabin, fired 
tbe straw or. which lay the occupants. The 
pitiless flitn.t s eouid no f be subdued, and the 
.-brisks ot the unhappy sufferers within were 
soon drowned in battle. 

1 here is a well in the yard in front of the 
cabin, not deep hut of twice theu ual diam- 
eter, and not curbed. The dead that lay in 
'he yard v. hen tbe battle subsided found in 
bis damp iec-i placle a sepulchre. Like the 
well a: Chat au Hougnmont on Waterloo, it 
was fairly choked with lifeless bodies. It 
Sf rp-e : inhuman. Time waa saved, however. 
arrUhewotk of the soldier was lightened. 
Femiliarity with death hardens and blun's 
men's ft u pathies. end wba* i- ! mos -’inve- 
r ie nt ib'ntos* ad': W-, T — ■* 
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fellows who thus outraged propriety and civ. 
ilizetion would doubtless at one time have 
denounced this act of their own as barbarous. 

Baird, in falling back to the new line on 
"be ridge bearing toward Rossvil’e, lost heav- 
ily, and the graves of his men dot tha thicket 
*s thick as aut-hills in spring. At the edge 
of tbe woods cn the left of his line, a little 
board 8t the head of a row of graves beae-t in 
pencil the laconic epitaph, "Nineteen Yan- 
kees.” Solitary graves are seen in the swamp 
thicket, and now and then the bleaching bones 
of unburied bodies. 

Night was fast approaching and a storm 
rapidly gathering. In the heavy twilight I 
fumbled on ft grave out in the swamp brush. 
Our hoys had buried a rebel soldier, and 
firdiDg on his perron a letter from the dear 
ones at borne, had placed it on the grave and 
tbeltered it wilh two boards from an ammu- 
nition box. 

Another instance of a similar character was 
noticed on another pan of the field. A party 
of rebels, with more humanity than usually 
characterized their conduct in tbeSnterment 
of the dead, had taken from the pocket of a 
Union roidicra letter from fcis wife, and placed 
it at the bead of liis grave, having first pro- 
tteted it against displacement by the wind by 
•ay ing a stone upon it and a board to turn the 
tain. 

To follow the old line of battle as first 
drawn on Sunday, yon will find but few 
graves and no bodies unburied. Followiug 
the direction Baird took in withdrawing to 
tbe second line, evidences of heavy fighting 
brgin to appear as we emerge from the wood- 
<d ewampand begin to ascend the ridge over 
an open field. Midway of the slope runs 
llHwkiDs’s barricade of rails, from behind 
whith he poured down a fire through which 
tbe enemy essayed in vain to pass. In this 
field there were several dead, federal anl 
rebel, unburied. The weed3, of which there 
is K rank growth on the slope, obscured the 
view and cloaked tbe corpses, which accounts 
doubtless for the neglect. Oa the crest of the 
tidge is a log dwelling, which on the day of 
the battle was occupied by a family. I re- 
member distinctly the tearful appeals that our 
wounded at (hat fccuse made lo Ihe troop3 as 
they huriied psst to eliengthen the hard- 
pressed right. ‘ Don’t leave us boys” escaped 
nom msny lips, and this simple touching ap- 
peal, found a sympathetic chord in every 
heart. The work of the day would decide 
the (ate of the army. To it a nation in sus- 

f icnsc was looking, and sternly, al uostheart- 
cesly firm, no sound answered back the pray- 
er but tbe onward, steady tread of the callous 
rolnn.n. Here were deed3 of valor that de- 
serve the praiseof tbe historian. Here on this 
elope and on these heights was the heaviest 
fighting of the battle, and here bleach the 
cones and decay the frames of those who fell. 

In a thicket just in front of where Van 
Derreer's brigade was stationed not a single 
sprig had es-aped a bullet mark. The trees, 
w<Te ground and torn by the hail of bullets* 
that cut tbeir way on death’s errand on that 
memorable day. 

Up the slope toward our line of steel that 
bristled from the crest charged the intrepid, 
cteeriDg enemy; and like a dashing wave 
that trembles in equipoise a moment he rolled 
with redoubled tury back, torn and disordered. 
'Xbe ground it kneaded with human flesh, and 
ettry pote must once have dripped with pur- 
uiei.ee. Tha ground is cumbered with hav- 
irsa'kp, knapsacks, bayonet sheaths, cap’, 
canteens, cap fcoxe9, straps, bayonets, gun 
itccks, artillery spokes, tongues, wheels, and 
the debris generally seen on a battle-field. 
Heiewere a half dozen Federal and rebel 
dead unburied. 

Here, as at o'her points, the bodies were but 
poorly covered aDd the bones were protruding. 

I r,( tited that the fl-.-h from a hand had been 
cert fully pickled c-r eaten off. The forect was 
as tranquil as the dead, and, as I looked oa the 
ceoHjirg corpse, the shadow of a carrion bird, 
that sailed like an evil omen above mo, flitted 
across the grave, solving the mystery that I 
was endeavoring to thread. The woods are 
full of these gluttons of the air, and, having 
/ottered on the dead, they still, like oqo who 
returns in dreams to some well remembered 
barqi.et, Lannt the scene of this awful slaught- 
er. Further to the South, and along the 
Ciaw Fish road, ran the line of battle that 
constituted the right and centre. Where the 
dead w ere thickest and the fighting most se- 
vtre, few bodies are unburied. 

Near where the road cuts the ridge and 
bads toward Lookout Valley stands a small 
ftame house that was devoted to hospital uses. 
Near this house are many, very many, graves. 
On the road near the Widow Glenn’s I noticed 
five dead uuburied. There, within plaia

every day and no effort was made to inter the 
bodus. 

The Widow Glenn’s house wa3 burned, and 
tie spot is marked by charred rafters and 
a blackened foundation. The body of a Union 
soldier lay near the huildtDg. 

In tbe woods where Davis fought, to the 
right and in front, uncovered bodies were more 
numerous than at any other point along the 
line ot battle. Many rebels here are unburied. 
Grossing a streamlet to the Rossville road, to 
tl e left in a little cotton- field is another little 
graveyard, enc losed by the enemy, whose dead 
tests there. Enter the forest that stretches 
fiom the road back to Cbickamauga creek, 
and yen wiil find the hickory underbrush cut 
hlu scarred by musket balls. Here too are 
butied thirty or forty rebel and Federal dead 
side by side. The reoel- burying parly here 
terminated the work of interment, and their 
wooden spades are piled up near tbe graves. 
They are of every shape imaginable. Some 
are made of boards notched for tbe foot near 
tbe bottom, and others are but flat rails cut in 
twain and notched in the same rude manner. 

Two of Wilder’s men are here unburied. 
The rebels could not use their ammunition, 
end their cartridge-boxes were still with the 
bodies. The result of my observations oa the 
fteld is, that the enemy did Lot mutilate or 
maltreat our dead, and that, wilh perhap^two 
exet ptiiins, they bave received the same treat- 
ment that theirs have. I was two d.ay3 on 
the field, and saw almost every grave and 
tvciy neglected body. 

BE-ENLISTMENTS. 

Col. J. T. Wilder, commanding the mount- 
ed intaDlry, has been deputized by Gov. Mor- 
ton to superintend and further the business of 
re-enlisting Indiana troops. The Colonel, so 
i oted for energy and industry, has been sedu- 
lcnely laboring to effect tbe proposed object, 
and has succeeded in re-enlisting several reg- 
iments. The only difficulty that seriously op- 
poses now is the impropriety of orders that 
l.ave lecn issued from Washington on the 
subject. It is proposed by the authorities to 
pein.it any regimeut or regiments re-enlist- 
,ng lor a term of three years to visit their 
homes on a furlough for thirty days. Beta 
m.jority of the men enrolled must re-enlist be- 
fore tbe regiment can be mustered or entitled 
to tnrlough. 

Now the impropriety of the order is mani- 
fest tbe mcnit iit we femember that by details, 
sickness, and by tbe chances of war that have 
lest to every regiment some of its members, 
rrgiments are so depleted that it is impossible 
to get together a majority of the original 
Lumber. The consequence is, that if a regi- 
mint leportiug ou the rolls five hundred en- 
ii-n d meo anil officers has one hundred men 
absent in hospitals, seveuty-fivc on details, 
twenty-five cu furlough, and -ixteen prison- 
rrs, the tercaitiing two bundret ani forty 
could not it they chose avail thems.-lv.-s of 
ihe opportunity of re-enlisting as a regiment, 
end ot the privileges accruing. 

Such is the case with two thirds of the 
Indiana regiments. H.:d this rtiiDOus indis 
errtion not been committed, three fourths of 
every Indiana l-egiment would to-day have 
been rc-enlistc d The men were all anxious 
to get Lome during the holidays. It is un- 
fortunate that an injudicious order should 
have worked each 'detriment to the service. 
An effott is being made to correct it.

The Danish Trouble. — A brief despatch in 
the latest summary ol foreign news says: “It 
is believed that the Federal execution in Hol- 
stein will take place December 10th.” This, 
the Philadelphia Bulletin says, mean? that the 
Federal forces cf Germany will on that day 
attempt to establish tke authority of the Diet 
in the Duchy, and to put down the officers of 
the Danish government. There can be eo 
question that, if this is done, a war will have 
I (gun. The fust shot fired wiil be like tbe 
first shot fired at Sumpter; and, from the last 
accounts, the people of Germany and the 
Duchies were |o excited that we shall not be 
sui prised if there should bean uprising among 
them not unlike that witnessed in this coun- 
try in April, 1S61. 

The King of Denmark has had ample warn- 
ing of the designs of the Federal authorities, 
and he bas been making preparations to de- 
fend bis title to dominion in the Duchies. We 
really do not see how a fierce war is to be 
avoided. King Christian ba3es his title upon 
the treaty of 1852, and the Government of 
Great Britain formally announces that it con- 
siders that treaty valid. But most of the 
G< rman powers take the ground that by the 
ctaih of the late king, the Duchies revert to 
the former line, in the person of Prince Fred- 
erick of Auguetenbnrg. The people of tha 
Duchies of Schleswig, Holstein, and Lauen- 
burg are German in race and in feeling, and 
they are very anxious to become independent 
of Denmark. All the promisee made by 
KiDg Christian have not had the effect of 
creating for bim any considerable number 
of partisans among them. He will make 
a sturdy resistance, undoubtedly; but we 
do notstebow he can help being overpowered 
by the Germans, and losing a very considera- 
ble portion of bis dominions. Denmirk 
proper contained in 1860 a .population of 1,- 
600,551, and an area of 15,876 square miles. 
Tbe duchies ol Schleswig, Holstein, and 
Laui nhurg contained a population of 1,004,- 
473, and an area of 7,230 square miles. So 
that if tbe expected revolution should be suc- 
cessful, King Christian will lose nearly one- 
lliird of his European territory and nearly 
two-fillfcs of his subjects. We cannot won- 
der that he is prepnringto defend bis title with 
sposal.

The following is 
Gen. Rousseau’s response to the Governor: 

Heamiuariers District of Nashville, 1 
Nashville, Nov. 39, 1863. J 
His Excellency Governor Bramlette : 

l ours of the 26:h instant touching the in- 
terest cf tne people ot Pulaski county, Ken- 
tucky, in tbe coal trade of that county, is 
received. I fully agree with you, in jour es- 
timates of the importance of the subject of 
your letter to the people or' that county, as 
well as to the people of Nashville, and the 
l mted Slates authorities at that and other 
points on the Cumberland river. I concur 
wr.h you in the opinion that the people ot 
Pulaski, who have shown them -elves as foyel 
and brave, and who have made so mauy sac- 
rifices for their country, are entitled to the 
kindest considerations of the United States 
authorities, and of all loyal men, and I wiil 
cbteifuily and cordially co-operate with you 
in extending to them such relief as we may 
properly give. 

The (oal of that region, as I am informed 
by people here, is of a superior quality, and it 
is much needed by the United States authori- 
ties. as weil as by the [ample of Nashville. If 
jou will protect the miners while digging an 1 
loading the coal and boating it to the State 
line, 1 will endeavor to have it safely con- 
voyed to this place, with the understanding, 
of course, that the coal shall be used here, and 
at such points on the Cumberland river as the 
United States authorities here shall indicate. 
The patrollirtg of the Cumberland river by 
the gunboats, in convooying the coal, will be 
wholesome iu its influence upon the thieving 
and robbing 1 gangs ofguerillas along its shores.

Atrocious Outrage in Washington Coun- 
ty — Mysterious Abduction of a Young anl 
Beautiful Girl . — A private letter from a lady 
at Riibyiew, Washington county, in this 
State, gives the particulars of a most myste- 
rious outrage which was perpetrated at the 
residence of Mr. M. A. Linton, residing about 
four miles from Richview, on the night of 
the 5th inst. 

the writer states that a party of thirteen 
men, disguised by handkerchiefs tied over the 
lower part of tbeir faces, and armed with 
navy revolvers, presented themselves at Mr. 
Linton’s house about half-past two o’clock at 
night and demanded admittance. Oa being 
refused they threatened to break down the 
door. The spokesman of the party wa 3 
recognized as a man who had taken sapper at 
Mr. Linton's tbe same evening under pre- 
tence of having lost his way to Hayleton, the 
next town. 

On being admitted tbe party demanded 
Ginevra, a daughter of Mr. Linton’s by a for- 
mer marriage, a beautiful and amiable girl of 
sixteen years of age, wfco had just returned 
tome from a boRrdivg school iu Ohio. She 
having just rnn down stairs to see what was 
the matter, was seized by three ruffians and 
fold that she must go with them, dead or 
alive. Her father, being totally unarmed, 
was powerless to defend her. The girl wa 3 
dragged to her room,’ and, after being allowed 
to dices bertelf, was forcibly earried to a bug- 
gy^sr.d driven off. As she was borne out at 
tbe door she turned towards her father, raiseu 
her hands, and exclaimed, “Oh Red!” 

A party of eight men were left to guard the 
house till daj light to prevent any alarm being 
giTen. During the night they paced around 
tbe house, knocking at the door, looking in at 
the w inter, rattling the galas, and taunting 
the w retched inmates "by asking bow they 
liked evening calls, etc. No clue bas beeu 
obtained to tbe abductors, or to the course 
taktn by them, although a stranger whom 
Mr. Linton met at a store in Richview tha 
same day is suspected to have been one of 
them. Another statement is to the effect that 
a woman who had been prowling around the 
neighborhood for some lime past was one of 
the abducting party.

A Rebel Romanos.— About two years a?o, 
a woman, calling herself “Sally Rochester 
Ford,” wife of that thieving little 
dog Ford the Baptist preacher, sent repeated 
nquests tons to call upon her. We are gallant 
toward the whole sex, and wc called. We 
found that her object was to persuade us to 
praise some book that she had just pub - 
lisbed. The book was of the ancient order of 
trash, but we noticed it as well as we well 
knew how. If we have any predominant 
fault, it is good nature, and may good men 
and the good God forgive us for that. 

Some time afterwards we received a note 
from a gentleman in this city, telling U3 of 
certain slanders uttered against us by Mrs. 
Ford’s reverend husband. We addressad a 
note to him, sayiDg, that, the sooner he made 
atonement, the better for himself. He called 
upon us immediately, and, cringing like a dog 
of one of the lower breeds, denied one half 
of what was charged on him and abjectly 
begged pardon for the o'her half. Subse- 
quently, as Editor or quasi-Editor of a Bap- 
tist paper in this city, he visited Henry 
county and other counties and obtained all 
the subscriptions in advacce he possibly could 
and then ran off with foully-crammed pock- 
ets into the rebel lines, where he got himself 
elected by that miserable mock-convention at 
Russellville to represent in the rebel Congress 
a district in Kentucky that perhaps he had 
never entered in all his life. We then spoke 
of his scandalous swindlings, to which there 
were scores of not only willing but anxious 
witnesses, and his wife, “Sally Rochester 
Ford,” not haTiog quite enough • as- 
surance to apply directly to us, sent 
for our colleague and said that she 
had no claim except upon our kind- 
ness or mercy, but begged that a paragraph 
might be written in mollitication of what we 
had said against her husband.

It is as 
wretched a mass of stuff as ever was con- 
cocted by the co-operating spirits of mendaci- 
ty, malignity, stupidity, and avarice. The 
writer seems upon all occasions especially fe- 
rocious toward us, just as such women always 
are toward those to whom they are under the 
greatest obligations. She publishes some 
despatches, purporting to have been sent by 
John Morgan to us, which we never saw.

We in the Journal of yesterday pub- 
lished the resolutions adopted by the Con- 
servative Union National Committee at its 
recent meeting in Philadelphia. The resolu- 
tions speak very plainly for themselves, 
though a word or two of explanation may be 
not improper. 

In noticing the call for the first meeting of 
this committee, we said: 

The purpose of the meeting, and the proba- 
ble character of its action, will be understood 
most correctly perhaps from a brief statement 
of the conservative situation as respects party 
movement. A glance at this situation will 
suffice. The conservatives proper, viewed 
with respect to party antecedents, are com- 
posed of three separate elements; namely, the 
Douglas Democrats, the Breckinridge Demo- 
crats, and the Constitutional or Conservative 
' Unionists. Each of these separate elements is 
'represented by a national committee. The 
problem is to unite all of these separate ele- 
ments into one grand conservative organiza- 
tion under the leadership of a single candidate 
in the next Presidential election. This prob- 
lem Res at the threshold of the movement of 
tbe conservatives as a national party. And 
the several national committees of the several 
conservative elements are charged especially 
with the solution of this problem. Such is 
briefly tbe situation. 

With the view of considering the problem 
we have stated, the two Democratic national 
committees held a joint meeting in the city 
of New York on the 7th of September last; 
but, after agreeing that the solution of the 
problem is desirable and important, they ad- 
journed without further action, to meet again 
on the 8th of January next. The national 
committee of the conservative Unionists meet 
at Cincinnati on the 3rd of December next, 
with the same view. Thi3 and no other is the 
purpose of the meeting. What may be the spe- 
cific action of the meeting we of course know 
not; but we think the probable character of its 
action is manifest enough. Having in view 
the union of the conservative elements of the 
country, the meeting, if it acts discreetly, will 
simply adopt what it deems a proper and 
feasible basis of union, with such further ex- 
pressions of sentiment as may be thought fit, 
and adjonrn to meet at the same time and 
place with the two other conservative nation- 
al committees, with the aim of bringing about 
the adoption of the same or of essentially the 
same basis by 6acb of. those committees, and 
of effecting on tbe common basis the joint 
call of a conservative national convention, in 
which ail who subscribe to that basis shall be 
invited to be represented. It clearly appears 
to ns that any more substantive action would 
serve to contravene rather than to promote 
the end in view. And so we do not doubt it 
$ill appear to the committee. The action we 
have suggested is in truth distinctly pointed 
out, if not enjoined imperatively, by tne very 
design and function of the committee. It is 
the true and logical action in the case. Nor 
cun we doubt, that, if taken judiciously, it 
will be crowned with the most glorious suc- 
cess. 

The committee, as will be remembered, met 

Cincinnati pursuant to call, and, after con- 
sulting the Conservative Unionists assembled 
there on its invitation, adjourned without fur- 
ther action to the city of Philadelphia; where 
pursuant to adjournment the committee met 
last week, and adopted the resolutions in 
question, which we here republish: 

Resolved, That this committee recommends 
to the people of the United States General 
George B. McClellan as a candidate for the 
Presidency, and Governor W. B. Campbell, of 
Tennessee, as a candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency. 

Retolved, That as a basis of union this com- 
mittee recommends the Kentucky Platform, 
embody iDg the two- fold idea of support of the 
government in its contest with the rebellion, 
and of opposition to all efforts to substitute 
the dogmas of radicalism for tbe principles of 
tbe constitution. 

Retolvtd, That the chairman of this com- 
mittee is authorized to convene the members 
thereof at the same time and place with other 
conservative national committees, with the 
view of taking such further steps, toward car- 
rying this action into final effect, as may be 
deemed fit and advisable. 

Resolved, That it is the paramount and sin- 
gle object of this committee to obtain a per- 
fect unity and concert of action of every con- 
servative element of the people of the United 

Slates, and to hrintr hack the woveruniant to 
the great principles of compromise and liberty 
upon which W asbington and his associates 
based tbe constitution. 

Resolved, That when this meeting adjourns 
it will adjonrn to meet at Independence Hall 
this evening at 1'A o'clock, that, then and 
there, in that hall sacred to the cause of lib- 
erty and Union, we will announce onr action, 
and call upon the freemen of tho country to 



It will be observed that the committee has 
varied somewhat from the line of action we 
foretold, though the variation is not in- 
consistent with such action, and, in the 
judgment of a majority of the committee, is 
necessary to secure the ultimate end. In this 
judgment we acquiesce although we do not 
concur. We indeed acquiesce with the most 
earnest desire that the judgment may prove 
a correct one. The committee, by way of 
promoting the union of the conservatives 
of the country, recommends tbe nomination of 
General George' B. McClellan as a candidate 
for the Presidency, and of Governor W. B. 
_ Campbell as a candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency.

servative body of the land. This final step is 
provided for by one of the resolutions under 
notice, and should be faithfully taken. It can 
be taken easily with complete success. Let it 
be taken. Tbe advantage of the irregular ac- 
tion of tbe committee is at least problematical, 
though we p ay that it may prove both 3 nre 
and signal, but the advantage of the regular 
action we no w urge is quite too plain for dispute. 
Let this action on every account be taken. The 
committee, under the inspiration of a strong 
conviction of expediency, has shown itself 
ready to exercise powers which do not proper- 
ly belong to a national committee; and we 
forbear all complaint. Now let the committee 
show itself equally ready faithfully to exercise 
powers which unquestionably do belong to it. 

»®rlt seems to be generally understood 
that the armies of the Cumberland and of the 
Potomac are going into winter quarters. 
This will not involve the necessity of mili- 
tary inaction in other quarters. Let the 
veteran regiments that have seen all the hard 
service of the war enjoy repose, if it is needed, 
but all the troops which are now at points 
within tbe loyal States ought to be sent for- 
ward immediately for .operations in the Caro- 
lines, in Texas, and against Mobile.

to bolster up the Administration or to laud its 
inefficiency and inactivity. As an example, 
one day last week, Mr. Miller, of Pennsylva- 
nia, submitted the following: 

Resolved, That the President of the United 
States be respectfully requested promptly to 
instruct those having in charge the matter of 
the exchange of prisoners between the U uited 
States and the so-called Confederate States to 
propose an exchange of white men for white 
men, leaving other questions to be disposed of 
when the suffering white sons of the Republic 
shall have been restored to the service of the 
Government, their friends, and firesides. 

This wa3 introduced upon the information 
that the number of Confederate prisoners in 
our hands was vastly in excess of the number 
ol Federal prisoners in theirs, and that an 
exchange conld be made, excluding the ques- 
tion, of color, that would restore our white 
brethren to liberty, without prejudicing what 
might be supposed to be the rights of colored 
Federal soldiers now prisoners of war. Any 
one might suppose that such a resolution 
would receive the unanimous sanction of the 
House of Representatives, but such wa3 not 
the case. The first effort made was to 8efeat 
it by laying it on the table; but this did not 
succeed, though Anderson and Randall of oar 
State aided the effort. This vote — 85 to 73 — 
alarmed tbe Republican wire-pullers; so 
Washburne, of Illinois, proposed a substitute 
and called tbe previous question. The sub- 
stitute was as follows: 

That this House approve of the measures 
taken by the Administration for the exchange 
of prisoners now held by the enemy in South- 
ern prisons, and that it is hereby recommend- 
ed that the same be persisted in, to the end 
that a just and fair exchange may be had tor all 
our prisoners now held by the rebels. 

This was adopted 87 to 63, Anderson, Smith, 
and Randall, of Kentucky, voting for it alra 
time when it was notorious that tbe measures 
taken by the Administration for the exchange 
of prisoners bad signally failed; that hunger 
and disease were fearfully thinning their num- 
beis; and that from some cause, which it is 
needless to trace to its origin, the whole ma- 
chinery of the cartel wa3 at a dead lock. 
Wbat stultification then on the part of the ma- 
jority of the House to recommend that the 
same measures should be persisted in! What 
barbarity toward our suffering friends in the 
Libby Prison and on Belle Isle to be voting 
approval of the measures taken by the Admin- 
istration for their exchange, when for weary 
weeks, if not mouths, hope deferred had made 
their hearts sick and added inexpressibly to the 
discomforts of their incarceration. It is sad 
to read such records a3 these. It is terrible to 
think that the happiness of our people and the 
destinies of our beloved republic are in the 
bands of grovelling partisans, who will allow 
prisoners of war to rot in the rebel cells while 
they are introducing resolutions, so utterly at 
variance with the truth and voting confidence 
in measures at the inefficiency of which hu- 
manity shudders and every true patriot is filled 
with apprehension.

Washinotos, Dae. 27. 

The Richmond Eaquirer of the 17th says 
that our Government ha3 abandoned everv 
loint excepliaft the treatment of nejrro prij. 
oners. Now, tbe simple truth is, oar Govern- 
ment has not abandoned any point. It is 
known that Major-General Butler, who ha 
superseded General Meredith, has no instrn ; 
tions. The prisoners at Forts Norfolk, Mc- 
Henry, and Point Lookout have been plaee 1 
under his orders, aud.he is authorized to eon 
duct the exchanging man for man, and officer 
for officer of equal rank with those paroled 
and sent forward by himself. The object is to 
make an even exchange as far as the prisoners 
in possession of the rebels will admit, and, 
governed by humane motives, the effort will 
be made, first, to procure tbe release of those 
who have for the longest time been hc-11 as 
prisoners. In conducting tbe exchange, col- 
ored troops and their officers will be on a-i 
equality with all other troops, and so of col- 
ored men in civil employment. This is one of 
the points hereafter to be adjusted. The honor 
and dignity of the Government, in tbe ex- 
change of such negro persons and their offi- 
cers, will not be compromised. The recent 
visit of General Hitchcock to Fortress Monroe 
was to confer with General Butler, and com- 
municate to him the orders of our Government 
on this subject. The object is to secure the 
exchange ot an equal number of prisoners on 
each side, leaving all other questions tor 
further determination, the excess being largely 
in our favor. 

Fortrbss Monros, Dec. 23. 

The flag-of-truce boat arrived from City 
Point with 5,000 Union prisoners in exchange 
for these sent up by General Butler. The 
rebel government refuse any further exchange 
unless all questions are given up about which 
our government has been contending, and 
their laws in regard to officers and soldiers in 
negro regiments are recognized. They also 
refuse to receive a fiag-of- truce from Gen. But- 
ler or negotiate with him on the subject of ex- 
change, because Jeff Davis’s proclamation out- 
lawing Gen. Butler last year. It will be re- 
membered that they were willing to serve 
medicines and to correspond with him, not- 
withstanding the proclamation which they 
now make a pretext for discontinuing nego- 
tiations, and they have already exchanged 
over 5,000 prisoners with Gen. Butler. 

The Richmond Examiner of to-day contains 
the following: 

Charleston, Dee. 25. — The enemy com- 
menced shelling the city last night, keeping 
up a steady fire, which was still going on at 
9 o’clock A. M. 

A fire broke out at 2 o'clock, destroying ten 
or twelve buildings. 

There is heavy firing in the direction of 
Stono, which is believed to be between our 
battery and the enemy’s gunboats. 

The shelling of the city is being continued 
to-day. One white man was mortally and 
one white woman slightly wounded. Three 
firemen were severely wonnded by the falling 
of the walls ol burning buildings, and eight 
or ten were slightly wounded. 

All quiet at Sumpter. 

Charleston, Dec. 2G.— From 12 o’clock on 
Thursday night to 4 the next evening, 13u 
shells were thrown at the city. The enemy 
fired 5 guns, 3 at Gregg, 1 'at Cumming’s 
Point, and 1 from the mortar battery. The 
engagement on Johnson's Island, between 
our light batteries and the enemy’s gunboats, 
resulted in a drawn fight, with few casualties. 

Charleston, Dec. 27.— The enemy fired 4 
shells at the city last night. No tiring from 
Morris Island. Onr batteries kept up vigor- 
ous firing on the working parties, who are 
engaged in erecting one battery at the ex- 
treme end of Cumming's Point. Our loss at 
Stono was 1 killed and 5 wounded. 

Dalton , Ga , Dec 27. — Gen. JoeJshnston 
assumed command of the army of Tennessee 
to day. 

Sccuts report 2,000 Federals at Cumberland 
Shtd, two miles north of Olevelan 1. and a 
similar force at that place. 

Cairo, Dec. 28. 

The steamer John J. Roe, from New Orleans 
on the 16th, has arrived with 63 bales cotton 
and 290 hogsheads sugar for St. Louis, aud 
255 barrels of molasses for Cincinnati. Also, 
the steamer Hope, from New Orleans on the 
17th, with a cargo of sugar and molas- 
ses and twenty-seven bales of cotton for S'. 
Louis. The steamer Goodie Friends had 000 
bales of cotton added to her cargo here. The 
Silver Lake has 250 bales of cotton for S . 
Louis. The Hannibal, from New Orleans on 
the Itkh, arrived this morning with a cargo of 
sugar and molasses for Sr. Louis. 

The Picayune of the 19th says that 3 533 
bales of cotton have been received from 
Natchrz, Vicksburg, and vicinity since the 21 
inst. Total receipts since Sept. 1, 48,700 bales. 

Memphis dates of the 26th contain no n ws. 
No improvement in the cotton market. The 
steamer Lily Martin bad arrived with 300 
bales of cotton, aDd the Iatan with 300 bales. 
Every tLitg quiet below on the river. 

The Glendale, from Memphis en route for 
Cincinnati, arrived this evening with over 
400 tales of cotton. 

Gen. McPherson, commanding at Vicks- 
burg, issued orders changing the 2d Missouri 
artillery into cavalry, to operate against the 
guerillas which infest the lower part of the 
river. A large steamer has been placed at 
their disposal, and several pieces of artillery 
fu. uieked. 

Washington, Dec. 23 

Advices from the Army of the Potomac this 
mornirg state that all is quiet along the lines. 
Nothing worthy of note is transpiring. 

It is reported that, nine oyster boats, mostly 
belonging to Philadelphia, while dredging for 
oysters Dear Portopatank Creek, in York 
river, were captured by the rebels. They 
came out in a boat on pretence of helping them 
to make the cargo, and boarded the boils, 
seized the crew, robbed them of all valuables, 
sent them to Richmond, and burned the ves 
sels. Tbe crews numbered about six to each 
vessel. Portopatank Creek is about thirty 
miles above the mouth of the river. 

Newbbrn, N 0., Dec 23. 

The new oath of allegiance has been ad- 
ministered to a number of rebel officers and 
soldiers, who have recently come into our 
lines to accept the pardon offered by tho 
President. They bring intelligence that a 
large number, in a like situation, intend to do 
likewise at the earliest opportunity. The 
plan ofleasiog out the abandoned plantations 
in Eastern North Carolina, adopted by Hon. 
David Heaton, replenishing agent of the 
Treasury Department, is proving a great suc- 
cess to that <b pertinent and a great benefit to 
the laboring classes of both colors, who are 
soon to present Mr. Heaton with a beaut'fal 
testimonial.

Tbe following despatch received at H»» ( ]. 
quarters ot this Department is hereby pu>,. 
lish d for the information and guidance ot 
this command: 

“A law has been passed to the effect that 
no bounties except such as are now provided 
ty law that! be paid to anj per?o t enlisted 
alter tbe 5th day ot January, 1864.” 

The bounty ptovided by law is tbe one 
buLdted dolie.rs euthoxized by Section Fifth, 
Ac' July 22d, 1861, aDd promulgated in Gen- 
eral Orders No. 4!) of that year from the Ad- 
jutant General's < ffiee. 

The section of the act referred to above pro- 
v.ded for a bounty of one hundred dollars only 
for these who shall serve two years or during 
the war, if sooner ended. Hnder their en- 
listment, all persons who desire to re enlist in 
the Teteran regiments, so as to secure 
their increased bounties over the one 
hundred dollars mentioned above, mast 
do so on or before tbe 5:h day of Janu- 
ary, 1864. The increased bounties, amount- 
ing to four hundred and two dollars, and thir- 
ty days’ furlough, are offered to all veteran 
troops re-eniisting who have served more than 
Dine months, and who have less than one 
year of their present term to serve, and none 
others. 

The Genera! commanding strongly urges 
that every exertion be made to secure before 
the Oth of January the re-enlistment of all the 
veterans within the corps. 

The patriotic zeal of the troops 9hown in 
the numerous re-enlistments made during the 
past few days is worthy of the highest ad- 
miration, and it is hoped that before the date 
fixed ali who are entitled to take advantage of 
the large bounties and furloughs offered by 
the Government will have done so. 

It is ordered that this order be immediately 
read to every regiment and company in the 
command.
